WASHINGTON — Within 
the United States Mississippi 
has become so totally synony- 
mous. with backwardness that 
it comes as a shock to 
discover that in one respect at 
least it has been for 50 years 
and more in the very van- 
guard of progressive thought. 
The revolutionary proposal for 
conjugal visits in prisons has 
been in practice in the deep 
southern state of Mississippi 
for as long as anyone can 
remember. 

The privilege afforded to 
convicts in Mississippi is a 
purely local one. It is offered 
by no other prison system in 
the U.S. and inevitably it has 
attracted. a good deal of 
sniffiness even in such gener- 
ally enlightened quarters as 
the federal bureau of prisons 
in Washington. t 

No one knows precisely how 
the practice of allowing the 
state’s roughly 2,000 convicts 
to maintain their conjugal 
rights even in prison. first 
grew up in Mississippi. Origi- 
nally it seems to have been a 
wholly haphazard arrange- 
ment, dictated more by the 
local surroundings than any- 
thing else.

The Mississippi state peni- 
tentiary with its administra- 
tive headquarters at Parch- 
man in the Delta where the 
Yazoo River joins the Missis- 
sippi, is unusuad among 
American prisons in that it 
covers 21,000 acres of planta- 
tion land. The area is divided 
into 16 camps — each of 
roughly 100 people comman- 
ded by a sergeant — and with 
the exception of the maximum 
security camp they all have 
traditionally enjoyed a liberal 
visiting policy. 

Twice a month on Sunday 
afternoons. a camp could 
indeed easily. be mistaken for 
a city park. In one place ~a 
family will be having a picnis, 
in another a father will be 
practising baseball with his 
son,.in a third the children of 
various inmates will be play- 
ing on a swing.

Quebec Slums 


Jar Visitors

MONT-LAURIER, Quebec — The farther north you go 
into the thick-forested wilds of Canada, the taller the TV 
antennas get and the more automobile graveyards there are. 
Being city folks, we thought the backwoods would be a little 


more back. 


This small community is at the top of a sort of lop-sided 
triangle that has Ottawa and Montreal at the other two 
points. It looked inviting on the map— a single road jutting 
into Canada’s empty northland. I felt'‘a tingling sense of 
adventure at the prospect of what lay before us as we left 


Ottawa. 


But soon depression set in and stayed.for a hundred 
miles, for man had touched nature and left a mark of 


despoilment. 


If you could ignore the tar-paper shanties and tumble- . 


down wooden shacks (each with its towering TV antenna), 
the chipped-paint signs, the meadows studded with junked 
cars — if you could see through this to the pine-carpeted hills 
and small mountains beyond, you would realize that you were 
on the edge of immeasurable and unblemished vastness. For 
man’s ugliness is confined to the roadside, and there is only 


one road. 


But the ugliness was there, and it was like looking out a 
dirty window. Somehow this blight in Quebec province was a 
thorn in my preconception of Canada. 

I thought of bright-eyed people flexing their muscles on 
what is perhaps the last frontier — 20 million ambitious, 
thriving people strung in a thin ribbon of civilization along 
the top of the United States in the world’s third - largest

I imagined that the few tentacles of development feeling 
their way north into the unknown would be clean and fresh 


and primitive. 


And so I wasn’t prepared for the rural slums in Quebec, 
and I wondered how so few people could wreak so much 


ugliness on such a huge area. 


The foul memory of the jungles of junk we encountered is 
all the more jarring because we made a 4,000-mile tour 
-through Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick, Prince Edward ~ 
Island and Nova Scotia, and only those parts ,of the 
countryside of Quebec failed to measure up to my picture of 
the youthful grandeur of Canada. : 

It is inescapable that any country which has cars also has 
automobile graveyards. But Quebec province seemed to have 
as many of them as people, and no attempt was made to 
hide. them or even confine them behind fences or foliage. 
The skeletons were simply strewn about willy-nilly. Where did 
the people get that many cars to throw away? 

It they could pay for that many cars, why could they not 


pay for a few gallons 
antenna-topped hovels — or 
know, a junked car or

Part of the case against 
conjugal visiting has, of 
course, always been that it is 
liable to cause resentment 
among those prisoners to 
whom the facility does not 
apply. But curiously there is 
little sign of that at Parch- 
man — unmarried prisoners 
are said in fact to regard 
their married colleagues in

He raced to the edge of an 
embankment above the beach 
and called to the fire makers. 
The answer he got was “‘keep 
your shirt on, mister."" 


He soon. convinced them 
however that if the fire wasn’t 
out and they were not off the 
beach in double quick time, 
they’d be in serious trouble. 


Reluctantly and with mut- 
tered rudeness, they put the 
fire out and took off in their 
car-with a roar of defiance,

“They’re ready to go back,” 
said Capt. Robert Gillan of 
the 50-man team he com- 
manded when they returned 
to Edmonton Friday.

Peninsula, King William Island 
and numerous coves and 
capes. They used the latest 
Arctic survival equipment and 
travelled on foot, by helicop- 
ter and under water. 


TRAIL OF SKELETONS 
The areas had been consid- 
ered the most likely sites 
where Sir John may have died 
and his crew of 129 set out on 
an ill-fated quest for safety 


ted the defence department's 
expedition, said now it was 
“reasonably certain” the 
areas searched would yield no 
further clues to the mysteries. 

But in turn, two potential 
future.search areas had risen: 
Taylor Island where search

CAIRN NOT FOUND 


But no one has located the 
cairn since, although it may 
still yield information on the 
Franklin expedition which 
passed through that area, 
1,400 miles north of Winnipeg, 
some eight years after it was 
built. 

Records in the cairn were 
sealed by a 300-pound rock, so 
they could not be easily 
tampered with through the 
years, Mr. McKenzie said. 
And in it may be records left 
also by the Franklin expedi- 
tion. ° 

Prof. W. C. Wonders of the 
University of Alberta’s geo- 
logy department said the 
army search located what he 
terms a “mysterious” cairn 
on Boothia Peninsula, He said 
it could be a cairn built in 
1830 by Sir John Ross to 
locate what then ‘was the 
magnetic North Pole, 

The cairn was built 17 years 
before the Franklin expedi- 
tion, if it is the Ross cairn, 
but yielded no messages or 
records

It took two hours of plunging struggle to reach firm 
footing and find night vamp at Piebiter Creek at dark. 

Calamity reached out also earlier that day when three 
herses at different points on a narrow, side-hill trail lost their 
footing and went over the edge.

Two were able to scramble back up the bank without too 
much difficulty. The other, being led by its rider who found 
the trail too treacherous to ride, tumbled end over end about 
45 feet into a rocky, log-strewn rushing ‘stream, and the 
situation appeared impossible for a time. 
There it stood in the stream, shivering from shock and 


bleeding from gashes and scratches. “And on al! sides there 


were steep banks criss-crossed with windfalls. 

Are we going to have to shoot him? 

The question was not asked aloud but it passed through 
the minds of those of us surveying the situation. 

We managed to work the animal a short distance up 
stream and, with ropes and shouts and cursing dispair finally 
got him to a spot on.the bank where there was a little footing 
and he was able to scramble and rest and scramble again 
back to the trail. 

It was a sickening experience, but miraculously the game

Bones Broken on 360-Mile Ordeal... Never Their Spirit 


There were several other incidents, although not as 
hopeless as this, where horses took bad tumbles and riders 
were sent flying. 

One of the men suffered broken ribs when a horse fel! on 
him in a bad stretch of trail. 

Another had his shin bone exposéd when kicked by a 
horse in a tight spot on another section of the ride. 

There were two other accidents to riders which called for 
medical attention, but not involving horses. 

It was at the stopover at Big Creek where local ranchers 
staged a rodeo for our benefit. Some of the trail riders joined 
the cowboys in steer-riding. One received a compound 
fracture of the arm and another severe shock and bruises 
when dragged. 

Ranchers’ airplanes flew one to Cache Creek and the 
other to Williams Lake for treatment. 

Overshadowing the troubles was the kindness of people in 
some of these remote areas we reached. 


When we had water problems, ranchers at one . spot 
trucked in 45 gallon drums from their wells. The Gang Ranch 
supplied a cowboy guide in another area; rancher Bruce Watt 
of Big Creek gave ailing horses shots of antibiotics and also 
provided a guide; Bralorne Mine officials won the hearts of 
all by supplying hot showers and a fine sit-down luncheon on 
our fourth day out; when we needed a replacement for a sore 
ent Don Gillis of Empire Valley Cattle Co. supplied one 
gladly. 

None would accept payment, not even for vet supplies.

Flichel of Gold Bridge, a packer and guide who supplied 
without charge a string of 15 packhorses and one miule (good 
old Sam) to carry bedrolls and food into areas where our 
cook and feed ‘trucks couldn't reach us.
